HE Iſland of Famazca lies in about 18 
Deg.North Latitude,is diſtant from 
Hiſpanola,Weſt, about 35 Leagues; From 
the great Iſland of Cu4a, South, 26 
Leagues; From the Main Land of America 
and Carthagena,North, about 150 Leagues. 
This Ifland is of an Oval Form, and 
lies due Eaſt and Weſt, and has a —_— 
nu 
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nued ridge of lofty Mountains that run 
from the Faſt to the Weſt end of the 
Iſland ; fo that the Traverſe from South 
to North is difficult. bS. | 
This Iſland is about 150 Miles long, 4: 
Plano, by the Chart, but by the Common 
Ways and Computation, judged twice as 
long; the Bredth is unequal, the-two 
ends narrow, where broadeſt, it's about 52 
Miles. It contains about ſeven Millions 
and 500000. Acres, fo is above ſeventy 
times bigger than Barbadves, Of this 
Land ( as I conjecture) there is 1087000 
Acres taken up; by a moderate Calcule 
there may be 350000 Acres of Savanna, or 
Paſturage, wherein feed great numbers 
of Horſes, neat Cattel, and Sheep. About 
a Million of Acres of barren, rocky and 
unplantable. Land, and fix Millions and 
2 balf that's manurable and uſeful. This 
Land differs in Climate, Soil, &:. becauſe 
of the interpofition of Capes, Bays, Ri- 
vers, Mountains, &:. So that the good 
Land lies in Veins, and the Settlements 
are ſeparated. It has abundance of ex- 
cellent Ports and Roads, and is fubje& 
to noStorms or Hurricans, as the Wind- 
ward Ilandsare. It's watered with inno- 
merable Springs, has above Eighty Ri- 
vers that run into the Sea, and above five 
or {ix times as many inland Rivers that 
run mto them. The

After his Majeſties happy Reſtaurati- ir jwmz” 
on, in the Year 1661. this iſland began 
to be planted, and was then put under 
4 Civil Government, fince that time it has 
been divided into Fifteen Pariſhes, and 
they into Eight Provinces or Precincts, 
for its more Regular Government in Ci- 

vil, Eccleſiaſtical and Military Afairs. 

The Government is conſtituted by a 7 
Charter or Commiſhon under the great 
Seal of England, which on change of Go- 
vernoursis always publiſhr, and afterward 
Recorded, becaale it may be ſeen by all, 
forit contains the Powers Granted to the 
Governoursand the Royal Conceſſions to 
the People, as calling Aſſemblies, afhmi- 
lating their Laws to thoſe of England, be- 
ng overned by known Laws, without 
which no mans Liberty or Freehold is to 
be taken away. 

The Governour here Commands du- ©" 
ring his Majeſties pleaſure, and has no 
Sallary but what only is paid by his Ma- 
jelty in the Iſland, without Donatives or 
Preſents from Aſſemblies or particular 
Perſons. Under the Title of Captain 
General, and Chief Governour, his Ma- 
al jelty 
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jeſty has been pleaſed to velt his Govern- 
ours with all his Powers, Civil , Ecclefi- 
aſtical, or Military , which they are to 
diſcharge according to the Laws, and 7 
thoſe Powers and Inſtructions they have l 
from his Majelty, and by the advice of ; 
of his Majeſties Council in the Itland : 
On the Governours Diſability or Ab- 
ſence the Lieutenant Governour ſuc- 
ceeds. Ifthere benone, then the Coun- 
cil Governs, and the fir{t Councellor pre- 
ſides till his Majeſties pleaſure be declared 
therein. ; 
The Council conſiſts Generally of a- 
bout Twelve, appointed by his Majeſty. 
They inſpect the Revenue, and give or- 
ders for the iffuing of it out, adviſe in 
Matters Relating to the Government. 
They think themſelves limited by the 
Law, like the Kings Council in England , 
{o meddle not with _ , unleſs it 
comes by Writ'of Error out of the Grand 
Court, or Appeal out of the Admiralty, 
judicially before them, which has ſeldom 
happened. As the Governour repre- 
{ſents the King, ſo dothey the Houle of 
Lords, for by the Committion and In- 
{tructions, oz ® -+ ogg with the Go- 
vernour and ly, to Paſs Laws.

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All this, as I have heard, was defign= 
ed by the preſent Lord Arch-biſhop of 
Canterbury, in the Year 1661. and the Seal 
then delivered to Sir Charles Littleton, that 
came hither Chancellour, for the Chan- 
cellours always keep it, and with it Seal 
all Publick Grants, Commiſhons, Pat- 
tents, &'. | 
- The King by a Clauſe in the Cont-7Claed 
miſſion for the Governtnent, appoints 
the Governour to be Chancellour , as 
judging it fitteſt to entruſt him with the 
Equity, who is to ſee the Lais executed, , 
and not thinking it for the good of his 
Subjects to have many great Officers in 
2 young Colony ; And that if the Seal 
were in private hands it would be erected 
into an Office : Now it's worth little or 
nothing. For the Chancellour has no 
Fec, only for granting Land, and that 
amounts to very little now.

The Judge has no Fee: The Se- 
cretary as in his Table of Fees. 

The other Office, the Governour is 
velted with by his Majeſties Commilhon 
under the great Seal, is that of Vice Ad- 
miral to his Royal Highneſs, frommwhom 
he hasa large Commiſſion without a Fee 
or Salary : By Virtue of this Commitli- 
on the Governour has conſtituted an 
Admiralty Court at Port-Ryyal , with 
Judge, Regiſter, Marſhal, Proctors, &-. 
that proceed exactly to the Civil and 
Maritime Laws practiſed in England and 
Europe. 

The Judge Admiral has alſoa particu- 
lar Commithon from the Governour, to 
Hear and Determineall Petty Differences 
betwixt Seamen and Maſters , becauſe

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{ſpatch'd.and without the charge of calling 
dmiralty Courts. Toorder is more re- 
gularly, the Marſhalattends the Judge ; 
The Regilter keepsa particular Record of 
what's done : A Sailor can have no Diſ- 
pute with an Inhabitant, becauſe (by the 
Law)the one is not toDeal,nor the other to 
give Credit, And this Judge and Regiſter 
likewiſe have order to take the De 
fitions and Informations of all that have 
loſt by Pyrates or others, that their 
Names, Lofles, &:. may be remembred ;
